fife HONOR THE LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR's SPEECH 

Hausrax, April 30.—The Legislature was 
prorogued this afteroooo with the usual cere- 
monies. At three o'clock, a great concourse 
Of the people atiended, and the Council 
Chambers were crowded with leading citizens 
and Jadies. 

Lieutenant-Governor Doyle delivered the 
following speech :-— 

“The session, from the protracted labours 
$f which I am cow Lappy to be able to relense 
you, bas been productive of many usetul 
measures. To the revision of the Statutes, 
a work at once necessary aod laborious, you 
bave gived, id aceordunce with my request, 
wost atténtive consideration ; and I am sure 
that the time and care you have bestowed oa 
perfecting and adoptizg to cur altered cir- 
cumstances the several Acts which bave thus 
come before you, will not have been misspent. 

“Among tbe importast measures which 
bave been perfected dariog the session is the 
Act amending the Act for the beer en- 
couragerotat of immigration,» measure which, 
I am bappy to say, received the careful con- 
sideration of both branches of the Legisla- 
ture. 

“Useful amendments have been made to 
the mising Jaws, and the Act having for its 
object the protection of the lives of those 
ewiployed in developing one of the most im- 
portant branches of industry bas received my 
cordial assent. 

‘The provision you bave made for the pob- 
lic service for the enrrent year will, ] aw 
confident, be faithfully and economically 
performed. 

“In closing this session of the Legislature 
of Nova Scotia, it ia my lot also to close the 
official connection which for several years 
bas existed between myself and the people of 
this Provioce. Tu them, throngh you their 
representatives, I now bid farewell. It is to 
mea source of infinite. satisfactwn to feel 
assured that I leawe Nora. Seotiain a pros- 
perous conditioe.

Hon. Mr. Mitchell’s Marine and Fisheries 

Report for the year ending 30th June, 1872 
is a voluminous, able and ioterestiog work. 
The sumber of new light-bouses in inland 
waters and on the coast, erected since con- 
federation, ineluding those under contract, is 
142. Thereare four new light ships; and 
eighteen steam fog whistles. The granting 
ot certificates of competency and service to 
Canadian wasters and mates bas proved use- 
ful in Canada and Britein. Crimping is re- 
ferred to with the steps taken Jast summer 
to combat it in Quebec and legislate ou the 
subject. Mr,Mitchéll recognising the useful- 
ness of daily weather signals and reports, 
thinks the system should be extended in Cas- 
aia, aod storm signsls estadligned at the 
principal sea and lake ports. Yet a large 
money vote would be required. The total 
amount expeaded by this Department on the

Dominion Parliament. 
PILOTAGE BILL. 


Orrawa, May 2.—Hon. Mr. Mitchell, in the 
House uf Commons, moved the second read- 


ae oq the bill respecting pilotage 


r. Holton desired to koow whether the 
boo. gentleman would refer the bill to the 
committee of Banking and Commerce. The 
bill did not meet the approval of a la:ge por- 
tion of the mercantile community, and peti- 
tions were now being prepared in the city of 
Quebec against it. Ifthe bon. gentleman re- 
fused to adopt this suggestion, he must ob- 
ject to the second reading, because the bill 
was not pristed in French. 

Hon. Mr. Mitchell complained: of the course 
which had been taken by the hon. member 
for Chateauguay, which was occasioned, he 
thought, not because the bon. gentleman fan-~ 
cied that the French gentlemen of the House 
did not fully understand the English lang- 
uage, but by the fact that he desired to block 
the further progress of this bill. In so doing 
the hoa. gentleman bad taken a step which 
was inconsistent with his position. His rea 
sou for objecting to the reference of the bill 
to. the committee of banking and commerce, 
was that doing so at this late date of the ses- 
sion would prevent its passage altogether. 
The legislation upon this subject had been 
asked for by the Boards of Trade of Quebec 
and Montreal, as well «by the Dominion 
Board of Trade at its last session, aod depu- 
tations of both Boards of Trade, aud from the 
Corporation of the Pilots, had -visited Otte- 
wa sioce the bill had been introduced, and 
had it uoder consideration. Moreover, al- 
though the bill bad beea before the House 
for five weeks, no petitivas had been present- 
ed against it. These geotlemeo had certain- 
ly bad ample time to present their views had 
they cuosen todo so. He regretted that the 
bon. gentleman bad chosen to take the course 
that be had done, and if legislation were to 
be preveuted this session in the matter, legis- 
lation which was so much desired, the res- 
ponsibility must rest with bim. 

Mr. John Young said that the great objec- 
tion to the bill was that it provided for a cor- 
tinuance of the share and sbare-alike prio- 
ciple amongst the pilots; a system which 
prevented all competition and placed good 
and bad men upon an equal footing. There 
was a very great iaterest telt in this measure 
by the mercantile community of Montreal and 
Quebec He bad that day received a tele- 
gram from Mr. Gilmour, of Messrs. Allan, 
Gilmour & Co., stating tbat the bill was 
worse than before, aud asking that it might 
be delayed. Healso urged a reference of the 
bill tothe committee on banking aod com- 
merce. 

Hon. Mr. Mitchell poiated out the import- 
ance of the pilot interest, which must be 
considered with other interests. The only 
provision in the measure which was objected 
to by the commercial communities of Quebec 
aod Montreal, was that of ~ontinuing the 
sbare and share-slike principle. With this 
exception the bill was generally approved. 
He was free to admit that the system of coms 
petition would bave been better than that 
which bad been engrafted into the bill, aod 
he would have been prepared to adopt this 
provision had be not found that it would 
have been very difficult to have carried it 
out. He bad been cooviuced by the argu- 
ments used by pilots aud others,that it would 
be almost impossible to work out a system of 
competition in view of the financial position 
of the pilots’ corporation. Seeing this, he 
had advised the gentlemen composing a de- 
putation from Quebec, of whom Mr. Jobo 
Gilmour, the gentleman whose telegram bad 
been read, was one to be conteat with a rea- 
sonable modification, and these gentlemen 
had accepted as a condition, that be sbould 
make whatever mwodificat ons in the existing 
law that be could obt«in, sad be bad obtain- 
ed very great modifications The pilots be- 
low Quebec were to be placed under the con- 
trol of the Trinity Bourd of Quebec, and he 
had also provided that vessels of 250 tons 
might come ap tv Quebec without pilots. 

Alter some remarks by Mr..Jobn Young, 

Mr. Caucbon spoke at considerable leogth, 
argiog that the opposition to the bill from 
geutiemen in Quebec was due to personal in- 


to prove at the proper time. 

The order was thea allowed to stand, Mr. 
Flolton taking upon bimselt the responsibil- 
ity of objecting, as the bill was not printed in 
Freoch. 8 

Mr. Joly deprecated the attack of the mem- 
ber tor Quebec ceatre on Mr. Fry. The boa. 
gentleman bad said that the commercial sys- 
tem of Quebec was unsound from the founda- 
tion to the summit. One thing was certain, 
the commercial community of Quebec were 
very poorly represented io this House, sv far 
as they were represented by that hon. gen- 
tleman. 


WEST INDIA MAIL SERVICE. 


Mr. Forbes moved, April 30th, for corres- 
pondence relative to a mail service with the 
British and Foreign West Indies. He re- 
ferred to the growing trade between Canada 
and West Indian ports and expressed his 
astonishment that the Government bad so 
long delayed establishing the mail service re 
ferred to. . 

Hoa Joba Young (Montreal) spoke of the 
necessity of establishing this service, and 
said the merchants of Montreal were alive to 
its importance. 

Mr. Domvitle said Canada was entirély de- 
pendent on the United States for mail com- 
munication with the West Indies. He re- 
commended the establishment of a weekly or

with respect to the fisheries and the Gulf of | 


St. Lawrence, He argued that it was of the 
utmost consequencé to this country that the 
dispute should be settled without delay. 
Right Hon. Sir Jobn Macdonald said the 
only result of the adoption of this address at 
j tris time would be to prevent Canada from 
obtainiog any money compensation for epen- 
ing our fisheries t> citizens of the United 
| States during the next ten years. The com 
mission to determine the value of our fisher 
ies daring that period ought to be entrusted 
with the great question of territorial rights. 
There was correspondence now going on be- 
tween the Imperial Government and the 
United States Government with respect to tLe 
headland question. He could assure the bon 
member for Bothwell that Her Majesty's 
Government were taking all proper steps for 
the purpose of vindicating our rights. They 
were to be re-asserted, re-stated and pressed 
in @ manoer that would prevent, by any pos- 


| sib lity, the inference in any wap that those 


rights were abandoned. At the same time it 
was deemed gnadvisable to refer the mutter 
tothe Commission to meet this summer. 
They were men of commercial ability who 
anderstood the money valae of the tempor- 
ary concessions wade to the United States. 
The dispute as to our territorial rights would 
be referred to jarists of high standing on in+ 
ternational law, who would decide them on 
great international principles, and not ‘with 
reference to money compensation. He hoped 
the mover of the resolutions would withdraw 
them. 

Mr. Blake contended that no action on the 
part of this Parliament would interfere with 
the operations of the Washington Treaty. 
He argued that the question of money com- 
pensation could not be settied until this ter- 
ritorial dispute was decided. The adoption 
of this address would tead to expedite rather 
thao retard the action of the Commission to 
sit at Halifax. Not to press the settlement of 
this importaat territorial question now, was 
tantamount to temporarily abandoning our 
claims so far as they would affect the com- 
pensation to be obtained from the United 
States for graoting them the use. of our 
fisheries. 

Hon, Dr. Tupper said the Government were 
censured by the Opposition generally, three 
years ago when they adopted the policy of 
excluding United States eitizens from our 
fisheries. He pointed out the good results 
which bad followed the pursuance of that 
policy, but reminded the hon. members op- 
posite that the Canadian Government bad 
never provoked collision.

Debate on the British Columbia 
Steamboat Bill. 


Hon. Mr. Campbell moved a second read- 
ing of the bill respecting steamboat inspec- 
tion in British ‘Columbia. He explained it 
had been considered advisable to suspend for 
a time, the extension jof the steamboat in- 
spection law, passed last Parliament, to Brit- 
ish Columbia. He trusted no inconvenience 
would arise from this exception, and that the 
British Columbia steamboats, next year, 
would be able to stand this inspection requir- 
ed in the rest of the Dominion. As the Act 
came upon that Province without mech 
warning, it was deemed advisable to give it 
some time to make preparation. } 

Hon. Mr. Carrall, in support of the meas- 
ure, described the rivers on the Pacific slope, 
the Fraser included, as of the cataract kind 
between May and July, necessitating, on the 
part of steamers, 110 ibs. of steam, to enable 
them to navigate those violent waters. Buoys, 
lines, and so forth bad to be used, moreover, 
to protect them from damage. The machia- 
ery of these boats could be altered in a little 
time to enable them to comply with the Do- 
minion law, as at present it would bave pre- 
veoted their running all season. 

The bill was read a second time.

4 Halifax Paper Depicts the Lava 
Beds. 


‘There is no disguising, however, the diffi- 
culty to be encountered in desling with the 
Their strongbold is spoken of as 
the ‘‘Lava Bed.” It is ofan irr gilir volcanic 
description, occupying with but few inter- 
vals, 100 square miles. If wecan imagine a 
smooth, solid sheet of granite, 10 miles square 
and 500 feet thick, covering resistiess mines 
of gunpowder scattered at irregular intervals 
under it; these named’exploded simultaneous- 
ly, reading the whole field into rectangular 
masses from the size of a match box to that 
uf a church, heaping these masses high in 
some places and leaving deep a basins io 
others; following the explosion the whole 
thing placed on one of Vulcan’s crucibles and 
heated up to a point when the whole begios 
to fuse and ran togetber, and then suffered 
to cool; and an idea is had of these Java beds. 
The roughness of the upper surface remains 
as the explosion left it, while all below is 
houey-cumbed by the cracks and crevcier, 
caused by the cooling of the melting rocks. 
An Indian can, from the top of these stone 
pyramids, shoot a man without exposing even 
a square inch of himself. He can, with due 
baste, load und shoots common muzzle load- 
ing rifle ten times before a man can scramble 
over the rocks and chusms betweeothe slain 
and the slayer. ifatthisterrible expense of 
life a force dislodges bim from his cove he 
bas only to drop into and follow seme sub- 
terraneag passage with which he is familiar 
to gain another ambush, from whence - it will

For want of such a 
service, mash of the tradt which should be 
carried in Canadiau bottoms was taken io 
vessels owned in the United States, and the 
profits which should go to Canadian shippers 
and banks were earned by foreigners. He 
strongly advised the Goveroment to subsi- 
dize a Canadian line to St. Thomas. I[t 
would pay a line of small steamers to uader- 
take it, for the saving on sugar and molasses 
sione would pay the cost of steam power. 
The leakage of a cargo of sugar in tbirty 
days was from five to ten per cent., and mo- 
lasses lost in the same time from eight to fil- 
teen per cent. This loss could be saved by 
quick passages of steamers. If the Govern- 
ment weuld, in their wisdom, give a.small 
subsidy to a line of steamers, whether the 
Allan line, or a smal! line from Lower Pro- 
vince ports, the advantages from it would be 
very great. The imports of the West India 
Islan's of Canadian products were very large. 
} Phe Barbadoes alone imported last year some 
300,000 barrels of flour from’ the United 
States, and otber islands were also large im- 
porters. Instead of purchasiug from tbe 
United States, they would deal directly with 
Canada if a line of steamers were subsidized. 

Hon. Dr. Tupper said the Government bed 
been fully alive to this question and they 
were glad to hear that the commercial men 
of the country were desirous of aiding in 
establishing such a line. It any parties felt 
sufficient interest in this matter to grapple 
witb the question, they would find on the 
part of the Government a most hearty desire 
to grant a subsidy sufficient to establish the 
service. 

Sir Francis Hincks said he did not believe 
a majl service to Si. Thomas would be suffi- 
cieut. A better arrangement, if practicable, 
would be to estabiish a line which would 
touch at Demerara aod Barbadoes. 

After some further discussion the motion 
was carried.
